That is the state in the 
church today!" 


Must Revitalize Spirit. 


"Our 
job is, and must be," Dr. 


Dowey continued, "to revitalize the 
spirit of the church. We must get 
people to talking about the church. 
If we do that, I believe that a 
great spiritual 
revival is immi- 
nent!" 


Dr. Dowey said that there were 
three pressing problems which the 
church must correct or it will ulti- 
mately decline even greater. These 
he said, were the problem of too 
small church attendance; lack of 
enthusiasm in 
the churches; and 


the ever-present problem of church 
finance. 
"Our program," he said, "is hap- 


pily designed so that it will, if 
fully applied with the greatest co- 
operation, correct each of these de- 
fects and thus restore the church 
to the pinnacle of perfection.

I.JV. Jacoby Proposes 


Pasture Amendment 


Urges President Permit Hones and 
Males To Pasture On Corn Land 


Taken Out of Production. 


I. W. Jacoby, former state legisla- 
tor and farmer near here, in a let- 
ter to President Roosevelt, suggests 
the federal corn-hog reduction pro- 
gram be modified so that horses and 
mules could be pastured on land re- 
tired from production. 
He told the president that many 


farmers of the cornbelt want 
the 
contract amended and asserted pas- 
turing of horses and mules would 
be beneficial to the cornbelt. 
"We have no objections to having 
the contracted acres prevented from 
being used in any way for the pro- 
duction of meat animals, dairy ani- 
mals or dairy products or anything 
else that goes into the diet of an 
American citizen," he wrote. 
"There is a shortage of horses and 
mules in the cornbelt amounting to 
approximately eight million head," 
Jacobly wrote. "The AAA was creat- 
ed to reduce agricultural commodi- 
ties. It takes more than four acres 
of cornbelt land to feed a horse one 
year. It takes 1.1 acres to feed an 
American citizen on a restricted 
diet." Jacoby, a democrat, recently 
purchased 62 horses.

Issues Announced

WASHINGTON, Jan. 24—(INS)— 


Driving forward toward the port of 
recovery the treasury today offered 
a billion dollars in short term secur- 
ities to provide funds for an initial 
oiling or the economic machine. 


This offering was the first of a 


series which by the end of June was 
expected to aggregate ten billion 
dollars. 
The current issue indicates there 


will be offerings probably monthly 
until June 30. 
Secretary Morgenthau 
said 
the 
first issue would be of about $500,- 
000,000 in ZVt 
per cent 
treasury 


notes dated January 29 and matur- 
ing March 15, 1935, and the other 
the same 
amount in 1% per cent 
certificates of indebtedness, 
dated 


January 29 and maturing September 
15.Officials 
immediately 
predicted 
the offerings would be absorbed 
quickly in the normal investment 
sources without any subscriptions 
from' the Federal Reserve banks. 
The reserve bank governors met last 
week to discuss the possibility of 
taking a portion of the securities but 
the opinion prevailed this would be 
unnecessary., 
The current issue does not involve 


refinancing but is to obtain 
new 
money. Therefore, it will have the 
effect of increasing the public debt 
by whatever amount is allocated. 
The present debt is approximately 
$24,000,000,000. 
The next refinancing will take 


place March 15 with the maturity 
of $460,099,000 m % per cent cer- 
tificates. On April 15 about $1,000,- 
000,000 in 4% 
Fourth Liberties, 
called in October, 
will be retired, 
while on May 2, there is a maturity 
of $244,234,600 in three per cent 
notes. 
The new issues will be exempt 


from all taxation except estate and 
inheritance.

478 and Herbert Homes, another in- 
depedent, 125. 
Walmsley 
issued 
a 
statement 


claiming victory at the polls but 
the other candidates have refused 
to concede defeat, claiming that 
final returns will place them sec- 
ond for a run-off primary. 
Senator Long particularly was 


incensed over a report that he had 
conceded defeat for his candidate 
and Williams insisted that he 
would go into a second primary 
with Walmsley. 
It appeared .that Walmsley also 


had carried his entire ticket along 
with him. The New Orleans Tri- 
bune, a newspaper that supported 
Walmsley, voiced opposition today 
to a second primary, urging that 
Walmsley be declared the winner 
on the basis of his votes in yes- 
terday's .primary.

FACULTY TRIBUTES TO DR. WOLCOTT 


Dr. Samuel 
Avery, 
chancellor 


emeritus cf the university, in the 
absence from the city of Chancellor 
E. A. Burnett spoke of Dr. R. H. 
Wolcott's service to the university 
as follows: 
"Doctor Wolcott and I entered the 
services of the university as instruc- 
tors almost simultaneously. I early 
formed with him a friendship that 
has endured up to the present. He 
was in the early days recognized not 
only as a thorough scientist but a 
young man of most lovable char- 
acter. I have been with him out 
in the state and know how the 
farming people appreciated his talks 
on problems relating to their work. 
He was an inspliing teacher, an 
author of unusual clarity in writing, 
and a genial member of the univer- 
sity community. His absence from 
the campus will be noticed with 
deep regret by all who have ever 
come in contact with him. This is 
particularly true of the older peopie 
who have known him during his en- 
tire university career." 
Earl Cline, Lincoln, member of 
the university board of regents, ex- 
pressed the condolences of the re- 
gents as follows: 


Loss To University. 


"With the termination by death 


of the 38 years of service rendered 
by Dr. R. H. Wolcott, the stae and 
the university loses a man who has 
long upheld 
the standards and 
Ideals of teaching. During his years 
of service he had filled positions 
from that of assistant to that of 
dean, always working for the bet- 
terment of mankind. 
"As a member of the board of 
regents I wish to express my sincere 
regrets at the passing of one who 
pioneered in the development of our 
state university." 
Dr. Charles Fordyce. chairman cf 
the dspartment of educational psy- 
chology and measurements, paid the 
following tribute: 
"In the passing of Dr. Robert H. 
Wolcott. the University of Nebras- 
ka has lost one of its most skillful 
instructors. Pew men, if any. hava 
done more to develop the spirit of 
research in our department of bio- 
logical science than has Dr. Wol- 
cott. He was accurately and broad- 
ly trained and possessed that happy 
faculty of putting scientific truth 
in that clear, concise and interest- 
ing form that inspired his students 
to their best efforts.

versity joins the staff of the de- 
partment of zoology in its deep 
sense of personal loss."

The four District court judges 


Wednesday entered an order direct- 
ing The First Trust Co. to give out 
names of bondholders of Lincoln 
Trust Co. bonds to other bond- 
holders or mortgagors on request. 
The order was entered after The 
First Trust Co. had requested an in- 
struction from the court regarding 
its action in handling such requests

DR. R. H. WOLCOH

On June 2. 1897, Dr. Wolcott was 
married to Miss Clara Buckstaff of 
Lincoln. He Is survived by his wife: 
a daughter, Mrs. Gerald Carpender 
of Lincoln; a son, Allen of Lincoln; 
and a brother, Samuel of Minne- 
apolis. 


Professor Wolcott had been chair- 


man of the department of zoo.ogy 
since 1915. and prior to the estab- 
lishment 
of the 
full four years 
medical course at Omaha he had 
been dean of the medical college. 
At the time of his death he also 
was acting chairman of the depart- 
ments of bacteriology and pathology. 
He joined the University of Ne- 


braska faculty in 1895 as an assist- 
ant in the zoology department, and 
had been continuously 
affiliated 


with the institution since. He was 
given the rank of full professor in 
1905 
as an anatomy teacher. 
In 


1909 he became head professor and 
acting dean of the medical college, 
and in 1910 dean. 


When the -medical college was ex- 
panded at Omaha, Professor Wol- 
cott returned to the zoology de- 
partment as head professor and 
dean of the junior medical college 
in Lincoln. 


During various summers eince 


1901, 
Dr. Wolcott served as zoology 


professor at the University of Mis- 
souri and at Puget Sound biology 
station. 


Author Three Books. 
He was the author of three books, 


parts* of three other books and 
numerous articles on topics varying 
between zoology, mathematics and 
soil conservation. 
Dr. Wolcott's latest book, "Ani- 
mal Biology," a textbook on begin- 
ning zoology, was published late in 
the summer of 1933 and 
was at 
that time adopted as a text in a 
number of colleges. The new book 
is rated by the Nebraska faculty as 
one of the best of its kind in print 
and is the only book Dr. Wolcott 
wrote without a collaborator. 
Two of Dr. Wolcott's first inter- 
ests were his fraternity, Phi Delta 
Theta, in which he was active as 
an 
alumnus, and the 
Lincoln 
Stamp collectors club. 
Dr. Wol- 
cott's chief hobby was stamp collec- 
tion and he had a collection which 
had been m his family for four 
generations. He was also a mem- 
ber of the Izaak Walton league. 


Dr. Wolcott was born in Alton, 111., 


on Oct. 11. 1868. He was graduated 
from Grand Rapids Mich, high 
school in 1885, and earned three 
degrees, including doctor of medi- 
cine, at the University of Michigan. 
He also undertook graduate studies 
at 
the 
University of Nebraska, 


where he was granted the master of 
arts degree in 1895, Michigan agri- 
cultural college, and the marine 
biological station at Woods Hole, 
Mass. 


He was a thirty-third degree 
Mason, a fellow of the American 
Association for the Advancement of 
Science, an honorary member of the 
Michigan Academy of Science, was 
active in the 
formation of the 
American Ecological society, and 
was a member of the following or- 
ganizations:

CHICAGO, Jan. 24 — OP>— The 


name of William "Three Fingered 
Jack1' White. 44-year-old ex-convict, 
killer and labor racket terrorist, was 
erased from Chicago's list of public 
enemies today after his slaying in a 
suburban Oak Park apartment. 


His body, partially unclothed, 


was found last night after tenants 
of the building heard a series of 
rapid shots and saw two men flee 
from the building and jump into a 
waiting automobile and drive away. 
Evidence of Struggle. 


That the gangster had put up a 


desperate struggle was evidenced by 
the overturned furniture in the 
well-furnished living room in which 
his bullet-marked body was found. 


Two glass bookcase doors were 


smashed and 
from 
bottles 
and 


glasses found on the premises it 
was evident that White and his 
visitors had engaged in a drinking 
bout before he was slain. 
Early today two women, one of 


whom identified herself to police 
as White's ife, and a man were 
taken into custody when they drove 
up to the apartment in an automo- 
bile. All denied knowing anything of 
the killing. 
The others gave their names as 
Miss Dinah Anderson. 29, of Ster- 
ling. 111., and James Kelley, 28 a 
brother of the widow. 


Served In Joliet. 
White's history with the police 
department goes back to 1919 when 
he was sentenced to the Joliet 
prison and served a four-year term 
as a robber, and continues on 
through the regimes of the city's 
notorious underworld rulers. 
In 1925, White was accused of the 
slaying 
of 
Policeman 
Edward 
Pflaume of suburban River Forest, 
and he was also arrested, but never 
brought to trial, for participation in 
the $80,000 robbery of the Interna- 
tional Harvester Co. 
The state twice convicted White 
of the murder of the policeman, but 
each time the state Supreme court 
reversed the decision, and finally 
the charges were nolle pressed. 


After the departure of Al Capone 
to Atlanta federal penitentiary to 
serve a term for income tar eva- 
sion, police said White and Murray 
Humphreys, who then became "pub- 
lic enemy" No. 1, teamed up and 
formed what came to be known as 
the trucking and transportation ex- 
change. 
Under questioning of Chief Dep- 
uty Coroner Stephen Zolankowski. 
Miss Anderson gave information 
that led police to begin a search 
for two men known to her as "Bill" 
and "Joe" as the killers. 
Kempster Enters Case. 
The woman said she arrived at 
the apartment yesterday from Ster- 
ling m company with Oliver Kemp- 
ster, also of Sterling. Kempster. she 
said, was a former sergeant of the 
state police and at present is con- 
nected with the office of Melvin 
Purvis chief of the Chicago bureau 
of the federal department of in- 
vestigation. 
Later police seized Kempster and 
James Hartm. also associated with 
the federal bureau of investigation, 
and after questioning them released 
both. 
After prolonged questioning 01 
others held. Kolanowski said that in 
his opinion White was slain by as- 
sociates of James (Fur) Sammons, 
now serving a life sentence in the 
Indiana state penitentiary at Mich- 
igan City as an habitual criminal. 
Kolanowski said he believed the 
killing was an act of retaliation be- 
cause Whit? did not come to the 
aid of Sammons. 


Oliver "Buck" Kcmpster became 
known to many Lincoln persons 
connected with the Lincoln bank 
robbcrv investigation when, as a 
member of the "Illinois state police. 
he oartidpated in the raid at East 
St Louis which resulted in the cap- 
ture of Howard "Pop" Lee. Tommy 
O'Connor and Jack Britt. Kempster 
was one of the trio of Illinois offi- 
cers who brought these three sus- 
pects to Lincoln. Lee and O'Connor 
were convictod but Britt was freed 
after two trials in which juries were 
unable to agree. _

MONG the papers filed away by President Roose- 


velt Tuesday was a 
strongly worded 
protest 


from Governor Lehman of New York state against 
possible discontinuance of the CWA program next 
May. 
It was but one of many indicative of the pres- 


sure being brought to give more or less permanent 
form to a movement intended only as an emergency 
action to relieve an extremely desperate 
situation 


during the winter season of 1933-34. The head of 
the American Federation of Labor added his voice 
to the objections against the statement which had 
been given out by the administration the previous 
day. 
Telegrams from all sections of the country have 


been pouring in. 


At this time, it might be well for the public to rec- 


ognize the exact meaning of CWA expenditures. The 
money so spent is a direct levy upon the federal 
treasury. It will not be repaid by the communities 
into which it goes. While in a sense its distribution, 
as well as the expenditure of direct relief funds, is 
based upon sums expended by local communities for 
relief work, it is not a question of dollar matching. 
It comes from the federal treasury and it is not to be 
repaid, except through direct taxation by the fed- 
eral government. It goes into useful and, in many 
cases, necessary improvements. It does possess the 
added virtue of taking people from relief rolls and 
furnishes them with the opportunity to earn a liveli- 
hood. 


As an emergency measure, it is one of the most 


glorious achievements of a brilliant struggle against 
,'the miseries of depression. As a permanent nation- 
al policy, it might well become destructive of Ameri- 
can tradition, menacing to the future of the nation, 
and the opening wedge toward a program far re- 
moved from that which President Roosevelt has in 
mind. As a permanent national policy, it might en- 
danger all of the progress made, and place in the 
hands of the American conservatives, the package of 
dynamite they desire in order to blow up the Roose- 
velt program. It might lead America into Britain's 
folly or even worse. This country in the next twelve 
months will spend 7 billions to prime the pump. It 
will pour out money more lavishly than ever before 
in history in o.rder to rebuild purchasing power and 
give impetus to the wheels of private industry and 
business. It will do all of this under the program 
originally outlined by the president. There need be 
no doubt of a pickup in enterprise next spring and 
summer when all of these vast sums of money find 
their way into the active 'channels of trade. 


• • * 


T often is it possible to agree with the Satur- 
day Evening Post, reflecting seemingly the en- 


trenched interests of the industrial oligarchy which 
dominated national affairs for more than a decade, 
in its searing and blistering attacks upon the Roose- 
velt administration. This particular paragraph, ap- 
pearing in its editorial column in the current issue; 
Is worthy of thought: 


"We waste' valuable time when we say with 


great Indignation that wealth is unfairly distrib- 
uted and, having said it, stop at that point in 
our thinking. We waste time when we conjure 
up artificial schemes of redistribution. 
But we 


waste no time when we seek to enforce the laws 
that make for honesty and that punish dishon- 
esty. There are a thousand things which can be 
done to make the distribution of wealth fairer, 
although when all of them are done, men cannot 
be given equal endowment physically or mentally. 
It is much easier to talk and act as if some new 
trick of phrase could do the job. Merely enforcing 
codes of morality, of ethics, of fair practice, or 
even enforcing existing laws is dull, hard work, 
and that is something which most people do not 
enjoy." 
It is much easier for -business itself to sit back 


and let the government assume the responsibility of 
putting people back to work— that is, it is easier for 
a time. Then business is not gambling, it believes, 
with its trade. It is not expressing its hope, its be- 
lief. or its faith in the future. It is sliding as Close 
to the shore as is humanly possible; playing it safe, 
to use a more common expression. Business today 
should be planning what it can do to augment the 
heroic efforts of the government toward revival of 
economic currents in this country. Individuals, pos- 
sessed of means, iarge or small, should be planning 
to do what they can to make it possible for Ameri- 
ca to continue as a country along reverenced tradi- 
tions embodied and embraced in the American con- 
stitution. If this country believes in the system of 
private industry and business, if it believes in a modi- 
fied individualism such as has been in existence since 
the beginning, it must recognize that the implica- 
tion contained in demands upon the president sug- 
gest the challenge is taking definite concrete form 
now as against generalities heretofore. In short, is 
the emergency Jo be the permanent program? When 
is it to be discontinued? Should not a limit be set? 
The most seductive, the most intriguing temptation 
is what appears nor- a« the easiest method of provid- 
ing employment. For these people must work. They 
imiM have the opportunity to earn a livelihood, and 
a rrrrrnt one. Millions of them are innocent victims 
entitled to the fullest sympathy, is private enter- 
prtsr to asHinie it* responsibility. or trill it undfr- 
tak" to unload it on the government at it* own 
deMrurtion?

whose death occurred Tuesday afternoon, built 


up vast business enterprises. For the older genera- 
tion, at least, it isn't necessary to revive the picture 
of those bicycle establishments which were so popu- 
lar in those days. They didn't contain the possi- 
bility of a great business career. They were the cen- 
ter of interest for the youngsters and some of the 
elders, but that about said it all. 


Mr. Sidles branched from the bicycle business to 


the automotive industry. He was one of its pioneer 
leaders. He was one who saw its great potentialities. 
He built a great automobile business and it made 
him a wealthy man. In his life and in his busines* 
career, there may be seen that story which always 
is fascinating in America' It is the story of the man 
possessed of vision to see opportunity—and to seize 
t. We say now, just as we said then, that opportuni- 
ty has disappeared, and yet each week and each 
month brings to attention incontrovertible evidence 
that such is not the case. It may be seen in the 
life of Mr. Sidles, without extensive schooling, except 
that which he acquired himself, who, keenly alert to 
modern development and to shifting habits of the 
American people, built great enterprises by anticipat- 
ing their needs and their wants. 


He was a valuable man to the community. He in- 


vested his money by constructing splendid buildings 
and by creating businesses which provided employ- 
ment for scores of others.

The senator'* 
ticket polled less than one-third of all the votes cast. 
That is quite a comedown from conditions hereto- 
fore, when New Orleans constituted the bulwark of 
Huey's machine in the state. He has been repudiat- 
ed in his own stronghold. 


Mayor Walmsley's organization, which was allied 


with Long in the past, rolled up a commanding lead 
for its slate in spite of all the senator could do. Even 
the independent third ticket ran fairly close with 
Huey's. Should a runoff primary be required, it i» 
quite certain that the present city administration 
will win. 


Meanwhile, out in the rural districts of Louisiana, 


the revolt against Long grows more formidable every 
day. The handwriting on the wall forecasts the 
crumbling of his political kingdom. The man who 
was credited with an ambition to make himself a 
national dictator cannot even hold his grip on his 
own city and state.

DR. B. H. WOLCOTT. 


A 


DISTINGUISHED scientific career did not pre- 
vent Robert H. Wolcott, chairman of the de- 


partment of zoology at the University of Nebraska, 
who died Tuesday evening, from taking a lively in- 
terest in the ordinary affairs of life. He was a bril- 
liant and versatile man, with an unusual gift of win- 
ning and commanding the highest respect of his stu- 
dents. 


By choice a scientist, Dr. Wolcott loved outdor life- 


Particularly he was interested in birds, and made ex- 
haustive study and research until he became one of 
the best authorities on bird life in this section of the 
country. He found pleasure in the woods and the 
flowers, and each summer spent a portion of his 
time in continuing his studies of them. 


He was active hi church and in civic matters. 
By nature reticent and retiring, he was neverthe- 


less extremely companionable, an interesting and 
charming conversationalist, and an inspiring teacher 
for young people. His long connection with the Uni- 
versity of Nebraska, since 1895, a stretch of Just 
short of forty years, reflects a marked contribution 
to the institution and a definite influence in mould- 
ing thought in the state. 


MOTOR VEHICLE TITLE RECORDS ESSENMAJU 
TpHERE could be no other logical decision than the 
M. one the Nebraska supreme court handed down 
in a case from Douglas county, holding that title to 
an automobile can be transferred from one person to 
another only by means of a written instrument. 


No one would contend otherwise in the case of real 


estate, as to which the law requires documentary evi- 
dence of ownership in the form of a deed, a govern- 
ment patent, or a court decree. There is equally good 
reason for a similar regulation regarding motor ve- 
hicles. 


In the first place, an automobile cannot be legally 


operated until the owner has procured a license for 
the machine, and also a driver's permit authorizing 
him to run it. These licenses constitute public rec- 
ords available in case of accident resulting in death, 


j injury, or property damage, or in the event a car is 
stolen from its rightful owner or used in committing 
a crime. Without them, anyone found in possession 
of a motor vehicle is liable to arrest. Public policy 
demands that ownership be thus subject to check 
and confirmation at any time. 


It follows that the law cannot recognize the giving 


of an automobile by one person to another by word 
of mouth. In the Douglas county suit, the supposed 
donor was dead and it would have been impossible 
to verify by his testimony whether or not be had ac- 
tually given it to the claimant.

Stiffness is not 
a popular virtue, but at its worst it 
is better than spinelessness, better 
;han t9lerant amiability, 
better 


ihan being in and out, or on and 
off, according to every shifting wind 
that blows. 
Clean-cut, definite convictions are 
as necessary for life as a steel prow 
s to an Atlantic liner. They drive 
one through the accumulated mass 
of cynicism and indifference and 
clear the way for resolute action. 
Such convictions, however, require 
clear and thoughtful conceptions of 
ife and its purposes. Hazy opinions 
often end in moral wreckage for 
men and nations. Therefore if your 
friend is "fixed" in the right direc- 
tion, cling to him and follow on.

QUESTION.Dayton, O. 
Is there any real danger that 
communism will win. out in Europe 
or even in America? 


ANSWER. 
Such a possibility exists, but it is 
rardly probable so far as our coun- 
xy is concerned. In any case, its 
sole preventive is genuine religion. 
Vlillions of devotees have made Karl 
Marx their apostle, and Soviet Bus- 
sia looks to Lenin as its new savior, 
[n fact, for these people, who are 
found everywhere, communism is a 
religion. They are ready to fight 
and die for it and have no fear but 
that it will ultimately prevail. 
As a matter of statistics, there 
mve been more converts to social- 
sm since its beginning than to 
Christianity during the same period. 
As "Zion's Herald." an excellent re- 
.egious weekly published in Boston, 
recently observed, "It is a case of 
Christianity versus communism. Let 
us make no mistake about it. These 
are the two great rivals now occu- 
sying the center of the stage of 
luman history. Which is going to 
win? We must be honest. The com- 
munists, still in the flush of the 


victory of 1917. are filled with en- 
thusiasm for their cause. In their 
fanatical zeal for man's redemption 
by Marxian methods they are seek- 
ing converts and consolidating their 
gams with a devotion which fre- 
quently outdistances even that of 
Christian ministers and mission- 
aries." 
I advise all adherents to the re- 
ligions of the Bible, both Jewish 
and Christian, to put away their 
indifference, and 'if they have any 
self-surrender and sacrificial ser- 
vice in them to exhibit these ac- 
tively to the world.

Does geography decide the course 
of history and dictate the types of 
human character we find, as for ex- 
ample, between the peoples of the 
North and those of the South? 
ANSWER. 
Doubtless geographical 
location 
has had much to do with the de- 
velopment of our principal charac- 
teristics. But your verbs demand 
more than is possible and "decide" 
and "dictate" are too inclusive. 
Other and more important factors 
enter into the question. If Plato's 
story of "Atlantis," that fabled 
island between the United States 
and Europe, had been anything 
other than an imaginary descrip- 
tion, what different pajjis our an- 
cestors might have followed. Had 
Ireland and Spain been as near our 
mainland as Nantucket island their 
proximity could scarcely have failed 
to affect America and Europe pro- 
foundly. 
However, this is scarcely your 
question, since you apparently want 
to know what is the influence of 
geography on history. Bead H. B. 
George's volume on the subject, or 
if you cannot get a copy of that 
interesting work, consult the cata- 
logue of the nearest library for Ells- 
worth Huntingdon's excellent book, 
"Civilization and Climate." Miss 
Semple also" has written on, the in 
fluence of land and sea on human 
development. 
North and south produce after 
their kind in nearly every land, our 
own included. The diversities of 
customs and language and of po- 
litical and social theories above and 
below the Mason and Dixon line are 
familiar enough. In Great Britain, 
speech is more brusque in North- 
umberland than in Sussex. Sterling 
grit and fundamental traits are 
common to all sections. Yet in many 
instances men of the hills are prone 
to steadfastness of purpose, while 
those of the valleys are more liable 
to change. 
Of course these 
generalizations 
are not universally applicable. The 
prairies no less than the mountains 
have had their famous characters 
and the flat middle states of this 
republic are at present the most 
influential ones in relation to what 
we call Americanism,

SUGAR FIRST THING TO ADD 


TO DIET OF THE NEW BABY 
The first thing that is added to 


the milk mixture for feeding the 
new-born baby is sugar in some 
form. As we saw yesterday, cow's 
milk contains about half as much 
sugar as mother's milk, and in or- 
der to give enough nutritive value 
to nourish the baby and give it en- 
ergy to grow, this extra amount 
must be added. 
The kind of sugar added is not of 
very great importance. Ordinary 
table sugar, granulated sugar, is 
used in many free clinics exclusive- 
ly, and the babies thrive just as well 
on that as with more fancy forms. 
Dextrine and maltose are consid- 
ered to be more digestible than 
granulated table or cane sugar, and 
this accounts for the popularity of 
the special infant's foods. However, 
these sugars can be obtained just 
as well in ordinary syrup. 
To the pint of milk, therefore, 
that a new-born baby of average 
weight (eight 
pounds) requires 
a day, must be 
added either two 
tablespoons of 
granulated sug- 
ar, corn syrup, 
or a dextrine- 
maltose mixture. 
E v a p o r a ted 
milk has found 
much favor of 
late years in 
place of cow's 
milk. Evaporated 
milk is not to be confused with con- 
densed milk. It is prepared by heat- 
ing fresh mixed herd milk in a 
partial vacuum until about 60 per

only last autumn, a prominent club 
woman on her return from Europe 
said "If Germany and Austria will 
form an Anschulss, France 
will 


fight." 
I cannot go into details, but any- 
one interested in that question can 


get two volumes in the library, pub- 
lished in 1931. "War Clouds Over 
Europe," by E. Alexander Powell and 
"Can Europe Keep Peace," by Frank 
Simonds. 
The situation has not improved 
any since 1930, so the same dangeM 
prevails and the same complications 
today, arise. 


I, myself, was born and raised, in 
the former old 
Austro-Hungarian 


empire and lived there until my 
twenty-fifth year, although I am not 
of Germanic blood but of a Slavic 
one. 


But 
speaking 
from 
a neutral 
standpoint, how much better 
it 


would be for the people within the 
borders that once was, the old Aus- 
trian empire, and for the peace of 
the whole world, if the nations could 
only weld and pool their resources 
together and agree and live 
in 


peace for their own good, and for 
the peace of the world in general. 
To trade with one another, i 
down the boundary barrier, live 
amity and good will, for their o' 
good, their development and pros- 
perity. 


What a pity, how the old empire 
was carved up at the so-called peace 
tables, into small nations which are 
too small to exist independently and 
economically. Well, such is human 
nature, likes to agree to disagree, 
and the consequences may be disas- 
trous some day, perhaps in the near 
future.

'BOOTLEG' MILK 


IS CONFISCATED 


Arnholt Says Unlicensed 


Vendors Hunted As 


Health Measure. 


A case of "bootleg" milk 
and 


cieam 
was 
confiscated Tuesday 


evening by S u p e r mtendent of 
Health M. F. Arnholt, and 
Chief 


Dairy Inspector Roy Kohler, when 
they 
caught 
Clarence 
King, 
a 


Raymond farmer, delivering a bot- 
tle of alleged uninspected milk at 
a Lincoln residence. 
"I am only trjmg to protect the 


public." Dr. Arnholt declared. "For 
all I know this milk may be per- 
fectly good, but there is a case of 
typhoid fever in Lincoln which is 
causing me considerable worry, and 
if I can stamp out a number of 
milk "bootleggers" who are selling 
their produce at reduced rates, I 
may be able to trace the illness to 
its source." 
Dr. Arnholt said a warrant would 
be sworn out against Mr. King, 
charging violation of the milk or- 
dinance. Bottles must be labeled 
with the date, grade of the milk, 
and the name of the dairy—all of 
which were lacking on the King 
bottles. Dr. Arnholt declared. 
Report King Confesses. 


About 35 quarts of milk had been 


delivered to Lincoln customers by 
Mr. King when he was stopped by 
the health department authorities, 
Dr. Arnhoit said 
He added that 
King admitted that he had been 
selling Jersey milk without author- 
ity for almost a year, because of 
dissatisfaction over the price paid 
by local dairies. 
"I have been urged repeatedly by 
members of the public health ad- 
visory council to stop bootlegging of 
milk," Dr. Arnholt said, "as a meas- 
ure of ridding the city of all possi- 
ble chances of contagion. To do 
this, every bottle of milk and cream 
sold m Lincoln must be inspected 
and labelled as required by the city 
ordinances." 
The ordinance regulating the dis- 
tribution of milk and cream here 
permits the ownership of not more 
than two cows for the production 
of a supply for private consump- 
tion. "This, however, does not allow 
the owner to distribute the surplus 
to his neighbors," according to the 
superintendent of health

DENVER, Jan. 24—(INS)—Ellsworth Vines, who re- 


cently turned, professional, was enroute to his native Cali- 
fornia today after scoring a brilliant victory over William T. 
Tilden, 6-2, 1-6, 12-10, in a hard-fought tennis match in the 
.City auditorium here last night. The long-legged California 
youth and the famous old master struggled long and hard 
over their third set. At least eight times, Tilden had but 
one point to make in order to win, and failed. Each was win- 
ding his serve. It was not until Vines broke through to win 
one of Tilden's that the deadlock was broken.

DENVER, Jan. 24-(INS)— Elk- 


Worth Vines, Jr., newest . luminary 
of the professional tennis galaxy, 
today labeled as "a publicity stunt 
the $250,000 damage suit filed m 


sports syndicate operator, for 
leged breach of oral contract. 
"Since there can be no possible 
basis for the breach of contract suit 
filed by Sper, I am inclined to view 
his action as a clever gesture to 
obtain nationwide publicity," said 
Vines, who defeated Tilden here 
last night in the eighth stanza of 
their cross-country tour. 
A two-year contract with Sper 


for newspaper syndication of tennis 
stories under Vines' name expired 
two months ago and their business 
association had terminated amica- 
bly, Vines said. 


Denies Agreement. 


"While I discussed various possi- 
bilities with Sper during the period 
of our contract, there never was 
feny agreement, understanding or 
Verbal contract between us regard- 
ing my activities after the expira- 
tion of our contract," Vines as- 
serted. "Sper's suit is 'over my head' 
and I just can't understand what 
he is driving at unless he is making 
& bid for publicity. But I'll know 
more about it when we reach Los 
Angeles." 
Sper, in his suit, alleged that, 
Under an oral contract, he had 
planned a nationwide tour for Vines 
and Tilden and already had ar- 
ranged for distribution of publicity 
when he was discharged by Vines. 
Both Tilden and O'Brien, who is 
managing the ' present tour, said 
they had met and talked with Sper 
once, but not in connection with 
the tennis tour.

Northwestern, Athletic Director 
"Tug" Wilson, from engaging in 
that private venture in connec- 
tion with the Chicago fair of last 
summer, when they sponsored an 
East-West 
game and 
thereby 


cleaned up a handsome profit. 


The same rule would have for- 
bidden Hanley to renew his ar- 
rangement with Andy Kerr of 
Colgate whereby the pair coached 
the East team which lost to the 
West, 0-12, in the New Year's 
day charity game in San Fran- 
cisco. 


Hanley's connection with the 


East-West affair on the Pacific 
coast probably has netted him an 
annual remuneration for his serv- 
ices, but I am assured he is will- 
ing to forego the extra money 
because of a personal peeve pre- 
cipitated by his disgust with the 
manner in which tbe East team 
was directed 
during- the 
fray 


with the West. 
O 


NE of Hanley's pet plays is 


the forward-back pass—his 
Wildcats used it against the Corn- 
huskers in the opening encounter 
of 1931—and he drilled the East 
squad to uncork it against the 
West during the game in San 
Francisco. 
But the business of drilling a 


team in the use of a play and 
getting the quarterback to spring 
it during a game is something 
else again. Hanley discovered that 
to his sorrow at San Francisco. 
I have been told that the East 


worked the forward-back pass for 
one gain of 50 or more yards and 
Sir Richard was gleeful, but his 
joy turned to deep chagrin when 
the East's quarterback suddenly 
eliminated the play in question 
from his repertoire.. In short, 
Hanley sat on the bench, burning 
up from disappointment over the 
failure of the East to make the 
most of itr. instructions. 


Loss of the game made it three 


straight defeats for the East in 
the charity series—a bitter blow 
to the Hanley pride and prestige. 
So it is that the folks in Frisco 
may jump in the bay so far as 
Sir. 'Richard .is concerned. The 
Big Ten rule means nothing to 
him now. He had chucked the 
East-West game for good, rule 
or no role.. 
C 


ORNHUSKER followers are 
well acquainted with the for- 
ward-back pass play. Dana Bible's 
Nebraska teams have been using 
it for some time, but it was not 
until last fall that they ironed 
out the mechanics of the play and 
attained thrilling results in yards 
gained in the direction of an op- 
posing goal. 


I recall one Nebraska game in 
which the Huskers pulled the for- 
ward-back racket on two suc- 
cessive plays, accounting for more 
than 60 yards. 
Against Kansas, they worked it 
again, even though the Jaybawk- 
ers had been drilled to stop it, 
and Bernie Masterson, taking the 
back pass, following a forward to 
an end, sneaked down the field 
to Nebraska's second touchdown, 
the play accounting for some- 
thing like 40 yards.

Georgia Tech and other prom- 
inent coaches that the rales of 
football need no tinkering in or- 
der to add substantially to the 
offensive 
possibilities.

RURAL CWA MEN 
GET MORE HOURS 


24 Hour Scale Extended 


Outside Cities In 
Three Counties. 


Men employed on civil works 


projects in Lancaster, Douglas and 
Hall counties, outside the cities of 
Lincoln, Omaha, and Grand Island, 
will be permitted to work 24 hours 
per weekv the same as in the cities, 
under a modified regulation pro- 
mulgated by Federal Agent Haynes 
in charge of federal activities in 
Nebraska. 


The original order about a week 
ago specified that in rural areas 
and small towns the hours per week 
would be cut from 30 to 15, while 


in the cities the limit would be 24 
hours a weak. Now the workers on 
outside projects in the three coun- 
ties named, many of whom live in 
the cities, are placed in the 24-hour 
class. 
For common labor jobs, this 
means $4.50 more wages per week, 
while skilled men will receive $10.80 
more than if they had remained on 
the 15-hour schedule.

him.

Representative Warren were called.

force a house vote on a privileged 
resolution to gain a decision. 


"If the democrats are going to 


act that way toward the negroes,'' 
he said, "we might as well have 
a showdown' now. It seems funny 
to me that a man with money 
to pay for his food, whether he 
be Jew, Gentile or Negro should 
be refused food in a public res- 
taurant."

TAKE YOUR TROUBLES TO MINERVA 


Point of Satiety. 


"I get so tired of being big, strong 


Edith, to whom everyone runs with 
their troubles; I yearn desperately 
lor a little petting myself, but 
never get It." 
With a sink filled with unwashed 
dishes and a basket stacked with 
unlroned clothes, "Edith" sat down 
to pen her explosion to us.

Particularly if 
she had a supply of becoming 
clothes with which to dramatize 
herself. Then, suddenly, she would 
be one big ache of homesickness. 
The days would be just so many 
hours to kill. She would find the 
strain of finding amusement and 
diversion for that usually-busy 
mind of hers, a tiring and monot- 
onous experience. 
The lesson she would, or soouid 
learn, would be two-fold. First, that 
it's pretty grand to be useful and 
needed, even though it doesn't leave 
much time for pampering of self.

One friend said her 
husband said she was a widow of 
means and an adventuress in fi- 
nancial fields, who came here last 
winter. Beyond that report, she is 
a mystery to everyone. 


My mind is in a turmoil. I can- 


not ever feel the same toward my 
husband, if he is cheap enough to 
humiliate me in this way, and silly 
enough to be taken in by a woman 
like that Yet there are the chil- 
dren to consider, and our relatives 
and our home. I always said I 
wouldn't be the jellyfish kind of 
wife that many are. and stand for 
such nonsense. Yet I'm even afraid 
to ask him about the gossip that's 
going the rounds. I want to make 
up my mind first what to do. Yet 
make up my mind is what I can- 
not do. So, I'm humbly asking your 
counsel—MARY. 


A. I advise patience and self con- 
trol. Don't jump at conclusions.
